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The Shape of Government 


HROUGH THE MISTS OF THE 

Legislature's recent session the 
visage of the Bennett Government 
emerges:pretty clearly. It is evi- 
dently to be a Government of high 
expenditures, high taxes, centralized 
cabinet control and exceedingly prac- 
tical politics. Among its ingredients 
Social Credit is notably absent. 

Since the Government. refused. to 
submit any detailed appropriations 
to the Legislature and throttled any 
chance of financial debate, it is im- 
possible at the moment to examine 
or predict the result of its new taxa- 
tion policies. It seems certain, how- 
ever, that the Government intends 
to retain and perhaps expand Brit- 
ish - Columbia’s doubtful distinction 
as the highest-taxed province in 
Canada. 

The Government is ravenous and 
apparently insatiable for new reve- 
nues. But how much of its expendi- 
ture will go to current account and 
how much to capital investment will 
not be known. until it is compelled, 
early next year, to introduce an un- 
derstandable budget. 

However these figures turn out, 
the Government at all events has 
succeeded in mastering a pretty pas- 
sive Legislature, has treated it with 
an indifference, almost a contempt, 
unprecedented in our history. Most 
of its major business was introduced 
at the eleventh hour to make sure 
that it could not be adequately de- 
bated. The House was closed exact- 
ly on Mr. Bennett's schedule over the 
rather faint protests of the Opposi- 
tion. This Government intends to be, 
and at the moment certainly is, the 
boss 

The next item on Mr. Bennett's 
schedule is.a by-election to provide 
a seat for Mr. Gunderson. Here he 
is taking no chances. Since the demo- 
cratic alternative voting system de- 
feated Mr. Gunderson last June, it is 
abolished without notice in the ex- 
pectation thaf at least he can be 


elected by a minority vote in Vic- 
toria. And looking further ahead 
to the next general election Mr. Ben- 
nett undoubtedly hopes to make So- 
cial Credit (so-called) the only alter- 
native to CCF socialism. 

The party which has always at- 
tacked party politicsas an evil, 
which says it is not a party at all 
but a people’s. movement. of. reform, 
shows in its first hours of govern- 
ment, a talent of hard-boiled political 
manoeuvre unequalled by its prede- 
cessors. 

Having concentrated power in his 
cabinet and largely in himself, Mr. 
Bennett seems to have succeeded al- 
ready in eliminating the last vestiges 
of Social Credit, a myth obviously 
regarded as useful only in elections. 
The life-long Conservative intends to 
provide Conservative government. If 
any of his followers still believe in 
Social Credit they may advocate it 
on the hustings as much as they 
please, provided they do not seriously 
propose it in the Legislature. If any 
of them expected the Government to 
cut expenditures and taxes, they 
must explain an opposite policy to 
their electors as best they may. 

The real question is whether Con- 
servative government under .a new 
name is to be good government. That 
question will not be answered for 
some time yet. 

Some useful reforms (the new 
liquor system, a minor reduction-of 
automobile licenses, exemption of $1 
meals from sales tax, votes for 19- 
year-olds, the theory of “equal pay” 
for women) have been introduced; 
their vote-getting potentialities are 
obvious. 

But far as the democratic 
process and the principles of parlia- 
mentary government are concerned, 
a disturbing start has been made and 
Mr. Bennett may regret it before 
long. He cannot expect the Legis- 
lature always to remain a rubber 
stamp.

_ Arms for Japan 


IE GOVERNMENT OF JAPAN, 
obviously against its will, has 
decided to create a national military 
force. This, of course, is specific- 
ally forbidden in the Japanese con- 
stitution, as drafted in Washington 
and enforced by General MacArthur, 
but doubtless some legal loophole will 
be found. - Legal. or not, -Japanese 
rearmament will soon be a fact. 

The irony of Japan's rearmament 
under American compulsion is only 
one of many ironies forced upon. the 
free world by Russian aggression. 
The rearmament of Germany and 
the new deal with Franco's Spain 
are of the same sort and are’ based 
on the same unavoidable reasoiis. 

Japan is not asked to create a mil- 
itary establishment which, in the 
visible future, can be a danger to 
any foreign nation. The over- 
burdened Japanese economy at best 
cannot even support enough soldiers 
to defend the Japanese islands. But 
the United States is quite Tight in 
believing that if Japan must be de- 
fended the Japanese should do what 
they can instead of relying ‘alto- 
gether on American strength and 
American money. 

In the grand strategy of the free 
world Japan is an essential outpost 
of strength in a defense line along 
the shores of Asia and merging into 
the Anzus Pact, which protects the 
southern Pacific, including Australia 
and New Zealand, and may soon, 
under Sir Winston Churchill’s pres- 


sure, include Britain, India and Pak- 
istan. 

The case of Japan is peculiarly dif- 
ficult because the Japanese are now 
asked to support costly armaments 
when they are barely able to support 
themselves. After living largely on 
American aid during the’ occupation 
period; and on Amedican military ex- 
penditures during the Korean war, 
Japan now f acute economic 
problems. They can be solved only 
if Japan, on its tiny and overcrowded 
islands, is able to trade abundantly 
with the free world, since it is barred 
by American policy from its tradi- 
tional markets in the Communist 
world, mainly in China. 

To enforce armament on a reluct- 
ant and weak Japanese government 
has not been difficult. It will achieve 
nothing if the Japanese economy be- 


ces 


hind it ts“not fortified by the only 


available method of trade. As Mr. 
St. Laurent has said repeatedly on 
behalf of Canada, Japan will be at- 
tracted into the free world, as a 
safe and reliable. partner,.or into the 
Communist world if it can find no 
other alternative. 

The question arising out of ‘the 
latest events in Japan, therefore, is 
not whether the free nations should 
ally themselves with Japan,. for this 
has been virtually accomplished, but 
whether they should trade with Ja- 
pan. If they refuse to trade the 
grand strategy of the Pacific, so far 
as it concerns Japan, will fail.

Munich, clearly, is a prime clue to 
old man’s thinking. After all, the 

competent historians of the last 
war now agree that if President Benes 
had defied the threats of Hitler and the 
persuasions of Chamberlain and Dala- 
dier, Britain and would have 
been forced to come to the aid of Czecho- 
slovakia in-the end. The historians also 
agree that the outcome would have been 
better, not only for Czechoslovakia, but 
for the major western allies who 
were so anxious to appease Hitler at 
Czechoslovakia's expense. 

Rhee is convinced—or says he is— 
that here is an exact parellel between 
this episode of the tragic past and the 
events that are now unfolding The 
truce, he has settled nothing. 

The old man also feels‘ or pretends 
confidence about what America will do 
it. he orders.reluctant. yet obedient. com- 
manders of the ROK army to renew the 
Korean War. He is not exactly explicit, 
but -he quite enough to. indicate 
that he America will, have to 
do what the historians think 
Britain and France would have had to 
do if the Czechs had fought rather than 
be partitioned in 1938 
“LIKE IT OR. NOT" 

“I believe the American people will 
stand by us, whether they like it or not,” 
he said. “The United States has a sense 
of honor. Theystarted to help us. Will 
they’ drop us halfway? They will not 
buy a short-lived peace by sacrificing an 
ally It is out of the question in my 
mind. For if sweet that 
everything 
the Soviets soon will have the one world. 
which is their goal.” 

Plainly, of course, Rhee is gambling 
with gigantic stakes and he may. well be 
bluffing. Plainly too, although he may 
be able to renew the war if the political 
conference fails; he will hardly be able 
to lead his people into another holocaust 
because his. rearmament program 
has been cut down by the unification 
and neutralization project. But plainest 
of all is fact 
The Washineton tendency. to 

Syngman Rhee problem has 
being dependably solved is both 
and dangerous. Rhee may be a 
madman, as so many people be- 
lieve.
